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CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 


The dates by this mail extend to the 80th June. The outward 
P.and 0. mail from London of 5th May arrived on the 21st 
June, and the French mail of 12th on the 27th idem. 


The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

The news from Korea foreshadows still more severe fighting be- 
fore the Government will be brought to recognise the necessity for 
responding civilly to friendly overtures. Admiral Rodgers has 
avenged the insult to the American flag offered on the Ist June, 
by capturing and utterly destroying the batteries on the Island 
of Kanghoa which fired on the survey party. The letters which 
we print elsewhere, from our correspondents, give full details of 
this plucky action. An expedition, comprising the dfonocacy, 
Palos, twenty boats, and 957 men, started up the river on 
the 10th June. made good their landing in the evening, and 
stormed and took the heights on which the Koreans were fortified 
on the llth. The fighting was severe, and the loss of the 
Koreans heavy—240 dead were counted outside the forts, a great 
many were wounded, and some prisoners taken; the assailants 
lost one officer and two men killed and seven men wounded, out 
of a landing force of 680. Lieutenant McKee was mortally 
wounded in leading the assault on the citadel ; a warm tribute to 
his memory is pee by Admiral Rogers in the general order. 
Having accomplished its work, the expedition withdrew to the 
anchorage of the fleet, and the Admiral will no doubt await in- 
structions from Washington before pursuing his success. It is 
thought likely that the fleet may return to Chefoo, pending the 
arrival of reinforcements. 

ADMIRAL RODGERS'S GENERAL ORDER. 
Anchorage, Boisee, June 12th, 1871. 

The Commander-in-Chief has pleasure as well as pride in 
making known to the officers, seamen and marines of the Asiatic 
Fleet his high satisfaction at the gallantry and endurance evinced 
by them in the recent operations against the Koreans on Kang- 
Tloa Island. 

On the 1st instant, while the Afonocacy, Palos and four steam 
launches were engaged in surveying, they were suddenly assailed 
by a storm of missiles from masked batteries on the shore. 

With the greatest promptitude and ,gallantry this treacherous 
attack was met, and the enemy driven from his guns and his 
position. 

The Korean Governinent having failed to make any apology for 
this murderous attack, on the 10th inst. an expedition, consisting 
of a landing force detailed from the Colorado, Aluska and Benicia, 
under Commander L. A. Kimberly, with the gunboats J/onocacy 
and Palos, all under Commander IT. C. Blake, commanding-in- 
chief, was despatched to punish the enemy. 

'The operations of the 10th and 11th instant, which resulted in 
the capture of five smaller forts, culminated on the llth in 
taking, by assault, the enemy’s stronghold, located in a most for- 
midable position at a very dangerous part of the river, and des- 
perately defended. 

Two hundred and forty-three of the enemy’s dead wcre counted 
within and around these works, and fifty flags were taken. 

The works were formidable, not only trom the natural features 
of the land, from shoals and violent currents in the river, but 
were rendered artificially so by hundreds of weapons of various 
kinds, placed by the enemy for their defence. 

The gallant band which encountered and overcame the perils 
of the navigation, which fought its way, against vastly superior 
forces, through wud and marsh, over precipitous hills and across 
difficult ravines, and finally stormed and captured the enemy’s 
stronghold, is worthy of nl praise. 

To ore and all the Commander-in-Chief expresses his thanks 
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and the pride he feels in commanding such a body of officers and 
men. Hemakes known to the commanding officers of vessels his 
obligations for the efficient drill and organisation which have 
produced the reliable force composing the Asiatic fleet. 

To those brave men now suffering from their wounds he tenders 
his hearty sympathy. 

While rejoicing in the success achieved by our arms, he ex- 
presses his profound sorrow for the loss of those gallant men who 
gave up their lives in vindicating the honour of their flag. 


While deploring their loss, let us preserve the memory of their |. 


bravery. 

Anes the honoured dead whose loss we deplore is Lieut. 
Hugh W. McKee, who, gallantly leading his men to the assault, 
fell mortally wounded in the centre of the citadel, which he was 
the first to scale. 

His memory is the more endeared to us because we knew him, 
and his gallantry will be cherished by all as a bright example to 
the service, Joun Ropasrs, 

Commander.in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet. 


A Chinkiang correspondent writes :—We have no more news 
about Chen-kwo-jui and his friend Li-san-chou, except that both 
are in prison in Nanking, one in the Viceroy’s, the other in the 
Tartar General’s Yamen. It is currently believed that Tseng-kwo- 
fan has advised the Government to degrade both. But the re- 
spectable Chinese here still hope that the former at least may be 
executed, and I need hardly add that foreigners warmly endorse 
the wish. 

H.B.M.’s Consul visited Yangchow last week, and found a very 
satisfactory state of things in that city. He went all over the 
place ; and the people, one and all, were well behaved and civil. 
One little boy called out “ forcign devil,” and he was immediately 
taken to task for using the expression by the people near him. 

The Chinese have a report of serious disturbances in Hunan 
caused by disbanded braves. ‘The province is full of these cha- 
racters, too proud to beg, and too idle to work. The pay of the 
soldiers actually under arms, too, is largely in arrears, and they 
naturally sympathise with the others. Lihung chang was ap- 
pointed Viceroy of the two Hoo, on purpose to overawe the Hu- 
nanese; and the occurrance of disturbances is a natural result of 
his removal. Li-han-chang, his brother and successor, a mild 
gentlemanly kind of man, is not at all one of the awe-inspiring 
sort, and fails to control the rowdies. A memorial by the Go- 
vernor, on the taxation of the province will go far to explain 
the condition to which Imperial misgovernment has brought it. 

The Peking Guzite of June 10 contains an eulogy of Wojen, 
the Emperor's late tutor, who, as our Tientsin correspondent’s 
letter of the 15th inst. noticed, died on the Sth. He was pre- 
ceptor to the former Emperor as wellas to the present one, having 
actcd as Governor of Moukden in the interval. A tolo pall is de- 
crecd—a high posthumous honour. 

‘ungchow remains quiet. ‘I'here has been no talk lately of 
killing foreigners. ‘The city walls have been thoroughly repaired, 
and the soldiers more assiduously drilled for some months past 
than during previous years. These things have, however, no local 
significance, but are doubtless in obedience to orders from the 
capital. The people are gathering their wheat crops, which seems 
to be an average one. The droughts which prevailed to the west 
and north have not been so serious in this part of the province. 

The North-German barque Chusan has been wrecked on the 
coast of Korea. ‘Ihe crew embarked in two boats. One, under 
the chief officer, reached Chefoo on the 9th. Nothing has been 
heard of the other, in which was the captain. The French gun- 
boat Scorpiun had gone out in search. H.M.'s corvette DBarrosa 
arrived in port on the 18th, from Hong Kong, and was followed a 
few hours afterwards by H.M.’s despatch vessel Salamis, flying 
the flag of Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B, from Naga- 
saki. On the following day H.M.’s ships Ovean and Adventure 
(the latter with the batallion of marines on buard) also arrived at 
Chefoo. 

The A’angsi has brought into port the captain and part of the 
crew of the North German paraue Nounan, whom she had picked 
up near the lightship. The Malay members of the crew muti- 
nied, killed the mate, and severely wounded the captain, who, 
however, managed to reach his cabin, and kept off his assailants 
with his revolver. They then scem to have set fire to the ship, 
and jumped overboard. The captain and remainder of the crew 
ran the ship in close to the Saddles, and then had to take to the 
oat to escape the fire.

On the 19th June the case of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Tank v. Tombruik, trustce in the estate of Glover and Co., came 
lefore Mr. Justice Goodwin, on appeal from the ruling of Mr. 
Acting Consul Annesley, at Nagasaki (reported in our issue of the 
‘th July). After hearing the aiguiments of Mr. Rennie, for the 
)laintitts, and Mr. Bird, for the defendant, the learned judge 
tuled that, when the frst mortgage had been paid off, the 
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roper thing to do would be to return the securities to Glover and 
Bo. and let the other parties take steps to establish their rights. 
The claim was for Tis. 2,618 only ; but the plaintiff demanded 
the delivery of goods valued at a larger sum. The Court 
eyentually made an order that defendant pay to plaintiffs the 
sum of Tls. 2,618, and the latter then surrender to defendants 
the security. The judgment of Mr. Acting Consul Annesley, at 
Nagasaki, was thus confirmed. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to July 7. The outward mail of May 19 arrived 
on June 29. 

The following summary of news is from the China Mail :—We 
hear that the Chinese-Macao difficulty is likely to be amicably 
settled, without, as it has been rumoured, resorting to force. Mr. 
Markwick, of the Imperial Customs service at Canton, we under- 
stand, has proceeded to Macao in the Customs cruizer Pung Chew 
Hai to settle this vexed question. The Portuguese Government 
only object to the too close proximity of the proposed Customs 
House to Macao, and wish it to be removed to a further distance 
from H.F.M.’s territory. 

A well deserved compliment has been paid by a number of 
leading Chinese in this colony to Capt. Tough, late of the United 
Service steamer, which he has commanded for a long time in the 
trade between Hong Kong, Shanghai and Saigon. It becoming 
known that he was about leaving for England, they waited upon 
him, and with due ceremonial presented him with a handsome 
richly worked silk flag and streamers, gong, &., &c., with an 
appropriate address expressive of their high esteem for him, and 
of their wishes for his speedy return. Captain Tough replied in 
suitable terms, declaring the pleasure which such a compliment 
afforded him. We understand that Captain Roper, whose name 
is familiarly welcome here, succeeds to the command of the 
United Service. 

One of the senior inspectors (Mr. Grey) will proceed home by 
the mail leaving for England, in order to bring out forty Euro- 
pean constables for the Hone Kong police force. We hope on 
the arrival of these men the efficiency of the force may be greatly 
augmented. Steady men must be procured, however, otherwise 
they will be worse than useless. 

We hear from native sources that a tempest of a most destructive 
character has recently passed over the central portions of the Che- 
kiang province. The departmental cities of Kin-hua and Shao- 
shing are said to have suffered most severely. Scarcely a house 
is left. standing, and the hillsides are bare of trees, which have 
all been uprooted by the fury of the tempest. We shall be 
curious to see how far the statements of our native informants 
will be confirmed by the receipt of news from the North. 

On the receipt of intelligence concerning the fate of the British 
ship Mirage, Mr. Kwock Achcong, the owner, proceeded with 
Capt. Finch in the steamer Yuttung to the scene of the wreck, 
which they reached after eighteen hours’ steaming. The vessel 
was found to be lying over on one side off Haeling Island, with 
very little of the deck above water. Everything had been re- 
moved by the natives, who had gone on board in boats. As soon 
as the steamer was in sight they all scampered away as fast as 
they could. All the masts had been sawn off, and the deck 
planks and everything movable in the shape of copper fasten- 
ings, &c., had been forcibly severed and carried away. The 
vessel is valued at $10,000, while her cargo, consisting of rice, 
copper sheathing, teak planks, ivory, birds’ nests, spices, &c., 
was stated at between $70,000 and $80,000. The goods were toa 
large extent insured, being owned by several hongs, but the vessel 
was not. Mr. Kwok Achcong has sent persons down to the scene 
of the wreck to open negotiations with the natives for the pur- 
chase of the goods they have plundered. The wreck is still said 
to be worth $6,000, but the expense of getting the vessel off and 
towed into this port is too great to make the undertaking a pro- 
fitable one. The Yottung met a French vessel outside in a dis- 
abled state, but she refused proffered assistanco; she was in bal- 
last, and was making for Hong Kong. 

The 4th of July has been celebrated with a great deal of quiet 
demonstration and friendly interchange of good feeling between 
our American residents and their friends. The usual salute was 
not fired, owing to the absence of the American war vessels at 
the Korea, but the Pacific mail steamer Japan, which arrived 
shortly after noon, made partial compensation by the firing of her 
signal guns. ‘The news from the Korea, which was brought down 
hy the William Afiler in the early forenoon, lent an opportune 
zest to the abounding congratulations. Most of the American 
houses were thoroughly “independent,” as became the “ lorious 
Ath,” but all were equally hospitable, as became the cosmopolitan 
spirit of Hong Kong.

SARAWAK. 
The following items are from the Sarawak Gasette :— 
The steps taken by the Government against the disaffected 
ulation on the Katibas river, and at the head of the Batang 
upar, have so far been marked with success. The news of the 
expeditions under Orang Kaya Empaling and Mingat sets the 
question at rest as to whether the Dyak Balas, to whom the task 
of dealing with the enemy has been entrusted, are equal to the 
emergency. The addition of the doughty warriors of Undup to the 
Bala of Lang Endang will doubtless render him more than a match 
for any force which he may fall in with at Mujok and the Upper 
Katibas, if he has not already met and dispersed the enemy there. 
The actual effect of these expeditions on the mind of the Katibas 
may be judged from the wish expressed by Mumbang and others 
to enter into friendly relations with the Government ; though it 
is but right to add, that the operations of the Dutch force against 
these Tuahs which resulted in the burning of their houses, must 
have had a considerable influence on them, apart from our own 
exertions. The moment these border tribes are made to feel that 
they no longer secure safety by crossing into our neighbours’ ter- 
ritory, there can be no question that nothing will remain for them 
to do but to submit ; and vigorous assistance given once or twice 
by Dutch residents will do as much towards restoring quiet 
amongst them as any little campaigns, however spirited on the 
part of our people.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates by this opportunity are to the 14th July. On the 5th 
the Orissa arrived with the English mail of 2nd June; and, on 
the 10th, the Ava came in with the French mail and London 
letters to the 9th June. 


The following is from the summary of the Straits Times :— 

The event of the greatest local interest during the fortnight 
has been the action of H.M.S. Rinaldo and the Colonial 
steamer Pluto with the Malays at Salangore. ‘The Pluto 
had gone with a party of police in search of a junk which 
had been taken and the crew murdered by the passengers. 
The junk was found in the river at Salangore, a place in 
Malacca Straits, and after landing and conferring with a son 
of the Sultan, the police succeeded in recovering a part of 
the property and securing nine of the pirates. They would 
have taken more prisoners and got more of the property, 
but that some of the other Rajahs interfered, and their men 
threatened violence to the police, who then withdrew and re- 
turned to their vessel. The Pluto was also fired upon from the 
native forts, and then went to Penang with the junk and the 
pirates. A telegram was at once sent to H.E. the Administrator, 
and H.M.8. Rinaldo went down, and after her men had been 
treacherously fired upon and wounded while endeavouring to 
persuade the Rajahs to come on board: the Plutoand settle the 
matter amicably, she went in next day, and after a spirited action 
succeeded in destroying the forts. She went in again afterwards, 
with the Pluto and a party of Sepoys, and completely demolished 
the forts, spiked the guns, and burned the town, all the inhabit- 
ants having fled. The placo is a regular nest of pirates, and the 
punishment inflicted by the Rinaldo will have a beneficial effect. 

On the 3rd of July the question of the cancellation of the ap- 
pointment of temporary judge was brought forward by Mr. Adam- 
son and Mr. Greenshields. The explanation offered by the Go- 
vernment is at least a full and straightforward one, and, we think, 
places the affair in a different and decidedly better light than it 
was previously viewed in. here has been no attempt to interfere 
with the judge, on the grounds that Government was involved in 
@ particular case coming on for trial. The Colonial Secretary ex- 
plains that the appointment of Mr. Owen was essentially a tem- 
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sion. We can understand the reluctance of the Executive, as ex- 
pressed in the Colonial Secretary’s letter to the bar, to nominate a 
comparatively junior officer in the service tc so important an office, 
even temporarily, as that of judge—in so far, that such nomina- 
tion must more or less embarrass the Government in its future 
selection to judiciary promotion ; but, having overcome that re- 
luctance and made the appointment, it!should have attempted to 
attach to it no special conditions, and above all things, have 
avoided the scandal of a peremptory cancellation of it, when in a 
few days more it would have quietly lapsed by the arrival from 
Penang of the acting Chief Justice. 

At the meeting of the Legislative Council on July 6 a Bill was 
introduced for the purpose of sanctioning the introduction of road 
steamers to run between the town and Sunghie Kranjie, opposite 
Johore. The scheme is ries by private enterprise, and may 
prove of vast benefit to the island ; it is, for the present at least, 
preferable to a railway, as instead of stopping at regular stations, 
the trains will run along the highway, and discharge passengers 
and goods at any point of the road. The publication of the pro« 
ceedings of the Legislative Council in the New Harbour Railway 
inquiry have not yet been published, though we believe they are 
nearly ready. 

The criminal session opened on the 7th, before Sir William 
Hackett, and most of the cases have been disposed of. There are 
only two or three cases of any weight, the greater part being for 
minor offences. A seaman caned William Smith, of the ship 
Queen of the Seas, which arrived on the 4th July, was acquitted 
on the charge of having caused the death of his mate, John Hol- 
lands, on the voyage from Cardiff to Singapore, by striking him 
on the head with a capstan bar, all the evidence tending to show 
that he did it in self-defence. 

The speech of his Excellency the Governor of Labuan on the 
opening of the Legislative Council, shows the satisfactory state of 
the finances of that colony under the management of Governor 
Hennessey, and a very encouraging picture for the future. La- 
buan, which before Mr. Hennessy’s time required a grant-in-aid 

‘from the Home Government, is not only able to dispense with this, 
but can boast of a very creditable surplus. 

We learn of the loss of the British ship Glenavon, 835 tons, 
Captain Henderson, in Gaspar Straits. She was from Cardiff, 
bound to Shanghai, coal laden, and is a total loss. The ship and 
cargo were to be sold by auction on the 15th July.

IMPORTS. 


Hanxkow.—A large business had been transacted in Grey Cottons, 
chiefly at last mail’s quotations, but at the close telegrams advising 
higher rates in Manchester, and reduced shipments, holders were firmer. 
Grey Shirtings had been in good demand. Proceeds of sales of Tea 
had been remitted to a considerable extent by the Seongtam men 
in these goods, resulting in an unusually large business for the scason. 
Quotations: Tls. 1.55 to 1.60 for 7 ths., Tis. 1.78 to 1.92 for 8} Ibs., and 
Tis. 2.26 to 2.35 per piece for heavy makes. T-Cloths: 6 and 7 lbs. 
freely taken at better rates; Mexican 7 Ibs. quoted Tis. 1.55 to 1.62, 
and ordinary Tls. 1.40 to 1/45 per piece. 8 lbs. had not participated in 
the inquiry. Drills: Demand limited, but holders firm at an advance 
of 5 candareens. Jeans: Improved ; English, Tls.2.20 to 2.25 per 
piece. Fancy and Dyed Cottons: Market very dall; a few cases of 
Turkey Reds sold at Tis. 1.95 to 2.8, and Dyed Brocades at Tis. 2.90 to 
3, but quotations nearly nominal. Woollens and Worsteds : Importers 
asking advanced rates, which had somewhat curtailed business. Cam- 
lets: 2 to 8 mace higher. Long Ells: Neglected. Good Spanish 
Stripes: Asked for up to 52 cents per yard. Orleans and Lustres : 
Figures not asked for, quoted Tls. 3.50 to 3.80 for ordinary to good as- 
sortments and quality; and Crapes, Tls. 3.20 to 3.30 per piece. Lead: 
Dall, with a large stock. Quicksilver: Nominal at Tis, 70 per pical. 

SaanGcHat.—Cotton Piece Goods: At the date of departure of the 
last mail telegrams {rom London, advising a reaction at home and 
advancing prices for Cotton and Cotton Goods, were received at 
this port, and caused much excitement. Subsequent telegrams con- 
firming the first report, dealors displayed more anxiety to pur- 
chase, and bought heavily of Grey Shirtings at Tls. 1.75 to 1.88 
per piece for common to good 8} Ib. and Tis. 1.85 to 1.90 per 
piece for best. _ At the close rates were fally lc. to 8c. per piece over the 
latter prices; 7 Ib. Shirtings were worth Tls. 1.57 to 1.66 per piece, 
and Tis.

Lead continues unsaleable. Iron: 3,000 bundles Nail Rod Iron settled 
at Tis, 2.15 to 2.20 best assortments. Cuvals: The market is firmer for 
Cardiff, sales to arrive at Ts. 9. 

Hone Kono.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :—Cotton 
Yarn: Inquiry for Canton and other country markets having streng- 
thened a good business has been done at improved prices for all counts. 
Nos. 16 to 24 have been largely and steadily dealt in, and as supplies on 
offer are now small, the market closes very fir at a rise in values of 
$2.50 to 3 per bale.

HawnKkow.—The following is Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s re- 
port, dated 28rd June:—We last advised you on the 10th inst., since 
when a considerable quantity of Tea has been settled here, viz :— 
38,695 chests 11,928 half-chesis, against 18,00!) cheats 4,400 half- 
chests during the corresponding fortnizht last year. The greater part 
of the settlements were made immediately after the departure of the 
mail, business at the close of the fortnight, owing to the undesirable 
nature of the small stock offering, being of a very trifling character.

SHIP LAUNCHES. 

On the 17th inst., Messrs. John Elder and Co. launched from their 
building-yard at Govan, Clyde. an iron screw-steamer for the Stoom- 
vaart Nederland Company. ‘I'he vessel, which is an exceedinyly fine 
craft, is designed and has been constructed for the company’s service 
between Amsterdam and Java, via the Suez Canal. She measures 350 
feet in length between perpendiculars, 39 feet in width of beam, and 
81 feet in moulded width. Her gross measurement is 3,000 tons 
builder's measurement, and she is propelled by'compound high and low 
pressure engines cf 400-horse nominal, but capable of being worked up 
to 2,000. In her construction and equipment she has been fitted with 
all the latest improvements. Her saloon is elegant and commodious, her 
staterooms are capacious, light, and well aired, and they are furnished 
in a style of great elegance and beauty, while the comfort of passengers 
has been sedulously cared for. She has ample accommodation for 
100 first-class, fifty second, and a numbez of third-class passengers. As 
the vessel glided off the ways she was named the Prins Hendrick 
by Mrs, Elder. The Prins Hendrick is similar to the Willem III. 
and the Prins van Oranye, launched for the same company by Messrs’ 
Elder and Co., with the exception thas she is twenty feet longer than 
those vessels. Like them, she is amply lighted and ventilated, and 
possesses a large carrying capacity, with a light draft of water. The 
firm have yet another vessel on the stocks for the same company. 

Last week there was Jaunched from Measrs. Hall, Russell, and Co.’s 
building yard, Footdee, Aberdeen, a handsome screw steamer of the 
following dimensions :—Length, 160 feet ; breadth, 24 feet; depth, 16 
feet 6 inches. This vessel, which is named the Hailoong, is 480 tons 
register, and 65-horse power, and is intended for the China coasting 
trade. She is owned by Messrs. James Morrison and Co., London, 
and is to be commanded by Captain Farrow.

NEW SEASON’S TEA SIIIPS. 

We have to add to our previous record of arrivals the 
Danube, from Canton, on the 16th (fifty-seven days), the Cheops, 
from Hankow, on the same day, and the Agumemnon, from Han- 
kow, on the 18th inst. The Cheops brings a cargo amounting to 
1,575,560 Ibs., and the Agamemnon 2,392,004 lbs. 

The Canton, from Canton, left Aden onthe 26th ult., and passed 
through the Suez Canal on the 10th inst.; the Diomed, Enmbie- 
hope, and Vanguard have also passed the Canal. The Statesinan, 
from Foochow, left Aden on the 17th inst. 








MALOO MIXTURE. 

The last number of the Food Journal contains the following article 
—sigued “Cha ”—on the subject of spurious Tea:— 

The occasional seizures of spurious Tea will have the effect of excit- 
ing the attention of the public, who should naturally be alive to any- 
thing concerning the adulteration of food, and more especially with 
regard to that universal beverage Tea. It is not the poor alone who 
are concerned in this matter, but the rich also, who have become most 
critical of lute as to the quality of the Tea which they consume so 
largely. The recent disclosures are certainly most startling, and many 
will take for granted, that while seeking the cheapest Tea for the sake 
of economy, they have been victimised to a certain extent. It ia not, 
perhaps, generally known of late years, owing to the great demand 
for Tea, and the difficulties attending its cultivation and tran- 
sport, caused by the general disturbance throughout China, an induce- 
ment has been held out to the Chinese of the lowest class to resort to 
the practice of preparing the used Tea leaves, so as to make them re- 
semble the marketable Tea. To a low-class Chinaman, such a pro- 
ceeding was quite in keeping with his natural ingenuity, and there 
was no difficulty in collecting an unlimited quantity of used T'ea leaves 
from the Tea houses, which are as numerous in a Chinese city as the 
peri are in ours. I have frequently seen in my rambles through 

banghai large quantities of these Tea-leaves in process of drying, 
and otherwise being prepared for rale to the foreign merchants. 
Though it was impossible to get any precise information how this was 
done, it struck mc from aiways observing large quantities of buffalo 
droppings heaped up in the drying yards where the Tea-leaves were 
spread out, that this ingredient was largely used to impart colouring- 
matter and flavour to the leavcs, so as to make them resemble Black 
Tea, and probably the mass obtained an addition of weight from the 
clay of the floor on which it was spread. No doubt Tea-lcaves 80 
treated in unfavourable conditions of the weather--the drying was 
done in the open air—would cause a certain amount of decay or 
breakage of the leaves to take place, but otherwise there would be 
little difficulty in making the Tea-leaves assume once more the ap 
pearance which they presented before infusion. I also had frequent 
opportunities of noticing that Green Tca was prepared in an almost 
similar manner, with this difference, that instead of using buffalo drop- 
piogs, which would impait a brown colour, the leaf, being originally 
the early growth of the spring, and not the usnal maturcd leaf of the 
Tea plant it was ‘renovated’ by means of some acrid bitter fruits of 
a species of unripe rhamnus, &c., which were cut up and thrown into 
the heap of damp lcaves, and alluwed to remain in it for a certain 
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time. They were afterwards withdrawn, as soon as sufficient bitterncs: 
was imparted. The Tea leaver were then submitted to a process of 
drying, rolling, &c., so as to make them resemble, as closely as possi- 
ble, the Green Tes of commerce. The appearances of the Tees exa- 
mined by Drs. Letheby and Stenhouse may be thus accounted for. Of 
course our Tea merchants in China are fully aware of these, and doubt - 
less many other rogueries of the Chinamen ; but the great competi- 
tion for trade, and the eagerucss to realize the utmost profits by every 
possible means, now so much in vogue amongst all but the most 
respectable of the merchants, induce them to traffic in such sup- 
posititious articles, of the existence of which the disclosures now 
made public are but the sad evidence. Unfortunately, there is much 
facility for this kind of questionable practice in the Tea trade. Tea 
is the most complicated food product that we consuine, and did we 
know all the preparations, mixtures, roastings and re-roastings, sort- 
inge, &c., which it undergoes from the time when it ia collected from 
the shrub growing on the Chinese hills to its final infusion in the Tea- 
pot, we should be no leas amazed at its history than at the intricacies 
of the trade which brings it to its ultimate destination. But not- 
withstanding Chinese roguery, we necd not be afraid of being always 
imposed uvon in buying our Tea. ‘There is still good Tea produced 
in China. ‘l'here are merchants who import it in an unadulterated 
state, and there are honest tradeamen who sell it.

The following are the names of the vessels belonging to the Medi- 
terranean and Channel Fleets which, united with the detached 
aquadron and the reserve ships, are now cruising, and form a total 
force of twenty-five vessels, of which nincteen are ironclads:—Medi- 
terranean Squadron : Lord Warden, Caledonia, Defence, Prince Con-- 
sort. Channel Squadron: Nurthumberland, Warrior, Hercules, Mo- 
narch, Agincourt, Minotaur (the two latter detained by court-martial). 
First Reserve Squadron: Achilles, Black Prince, Hector. Valiant, 
Vanguard, Invincible, Repulse, Resistance, Penelope. Detached 
Squadron : Narcissus, Inconstant, Topaze, Immortalité, Volage, Cad- 
mug, and despatch-vessel Helicon. Vice-Admiral Sir Hastings Yel- 
verton, K.C.B., Commander-in-Chief of the Mediterranean station, 
takes the command of the combined fleet, and will, during the cruise, 
use every opportunity of exercising it in manoeuvres under sail and 
steam. ‘he nine ironclad vessels of the reserve equadron were to join 
the Vicc-Admiral and rest of the fleet on the 9th inst., twenty-two 
miles west of Ushant. A few days afterwards Rear-Admiral Beau- 
champ Seymour, with the detached squadron, will be directed to pro- 
ceed to Portland, and from thence will sail on a cruise to the Baltic. 
The rest of the fleet will continuc united on a more protracted cruise,

The new casemated fort at Garrison Point, Sheerness, which is 
being built for the defence of the River Medway, is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. The whole of the granite work was finished some 
time since, and is now sufficiently firm to allow the arming opera- 
tions to be proceeded with. About half of the immensc iron plates 
which are to protect the embrasures have already been fixed, and 
fourteen of the thirty-eight heavy rifled guns with which the fort is 
to be armed are mounted. These are 9-inch guns, weighing 12 tons 
each, and thrawing projectiles of 2501b. weight with a force considered 
capable of penetrating any ordinary ironclad ship at ranges of about 
1,000 yards. ‘Che fort is what sailors term a “two-decker,” there 
being a double tier of guns, nineteen in each tier. It is in shape like 
the letter D, the round side being armed, and fronting the mouths of 
the Thames and Medway, and a considerable extent of the seaboard, 
while the straight part forms the gorge or entrance on the land side, 
and is unarmed. 


His Netherlands Majesty's screw corvette Willem, 16 gunz, Captain 
Toutenhoofd, arrived at Spithead on the 12th inst. from Batavia, bound 
for Nicu Diep, and exchanged the ugual salutes on entering the road- 
stead with the flagship of the Port Admiral and Naval Commander-in 
Chief. Captain Toutenhoofd, accompanied by the Chevalier Van Den 
Bergh, Netherlands Vice-Consul at Portsmouth, landed at Portsmouth 
immediately after the corvette's arrival, and made official calls upon 
Port Admiral Sir James Hope and Licutenant-General Viscount Tem- 
pletown. The Willem his since sailed for Nieu Diep. 


A fine battalion of 690 men paraded a few days since in the park 
at Greenwich, under command of Major Richmond, and marched 
thence to Chelsea Barracks, there to be stationed during four days for 
organisation and drill. This is the first time that any body of the 
Firat Class Army Reserve bas been called out for training. The uni- 
form is a mixture, consisting of a neat scarlet patrol tunic, the 
Parisian cap, aud black accoutrements,

NORTHERN CIRCUIT. 
MORRISON V. UNIVERSAL MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY. 


This was an action on a valued policy of marine insurance to recover 
£500 in respect of the chartered freight of the ship Cambria, ona 
voyage from Bahia to the South-West Pass (one of the moutha of the 
Mississippi) for orders, thence to a port in the Gulf of Mexico to load, 
and thence to Liverpool. The only pleas of the defendants were pleas 
of fraud and misrepresentation and concealment of material facts. The 
cede, a merchant in Liverpool, trading under the name of Charles 

{orrison and Co., was the owner of the ship Cambria, which sailed 
from Bahia on the 18th of August, and in October the plaintiff began 
to get uncasy, not being insured either upon the vessel or freight. On 
Saturday, the 8th of October, therefore, he wrote and posted, before 
closing his office in the middle of the day (as usual with business men 
in Liverpool on Saturdays), an order to Messrs. Previté and Greig, his 
insurance brokers in London, to insure his ship for £5,000, and the 
freight fora like sum. He at the same time gave to his brokers all 
the information abont the ship in his posscssion, stating that she 
sailed from Bahia in August, that he had not heard of her since, and 
that he had become a little uneasy, and enclosing the last letter from 
his captain (Captain Owen), of the 15th of August, and a copy of the 
charter-party. The letter contained this passage :—“ Do it on the best 

_ terms in your power, as I do not like running the risk any longer. I 
am prepared to hand you a check for amount of premiums on or 
before 8th proximo. I suppose you will have to pay some. 
thing like ten guineas per cent., but telegraph to me the rate.” 
After posting this Ictter the plaintiff left Liverpool for his home, at a 
distance of some miles from Liverpool, where he was shown by one of 
his sons a paragraph in that day’s Liverpool Mercury, which caused 
him considerable anxiety, and, in consequence, he went to business 
earlier than usual on Monday morning, and at once despatched the 
following telegram to Messrs. Previté and Greig, in London :— 
“Since writing, Saturday, paragraph in Mercury. ‘Cambria (query 
Callao, query from New Orleans) aground North Breaker.’ To-day’s 
Mercury cays, ‘vessel reported yesterday to be Cambria is stated to 
be the Camco, for New Orleans.’ Can you find out at Lloyd's? Let 
me know by wire before acting.” It appeared that the North Breaker 
is a rock near Galveston, a port in the Gulf of Mexico. The answer 
which the plaintiff received from his brokers by telegraph the same 
day was:—‘‘ Vessel on North Breaker appears to be Camco, 
not Cambria;” to which he at once replied, “ Your telegram 
received, and a great relief. Nevertheless, have been so fright- 
ened that wish insurance done on best terms.” To this he re- 
ceived the reply:—‘* Cambria. Same done £1,350 freight, six 
guineas. Hull refused ; Bremen only chance.” ‘The plaintiff sent 
a further telegram to his brokers as followa :—“ Thanks for all done. 
Get all done on freight you can. Send hull to Bremen. Do not stick at 
rate.” And received a letter from them stating :—‘‘ Now £3,150 at 
six guineas, and £500 at eight guincas. Underwriters do not much 
care about risk, for in any case she must be in bad weather in the Gulf, 
and, mvreover, there has been some very bad weather lately, and she 
may just catch it.” On the 12th the brokers telegraphed :—'* Done 
£500 more on freight, at eight guineas. Here cannot do more. 
Underwriters fear hurricane of the 17th and 18th of September.” 
This last was the particular insurance of £500 with the defendants 
which was sought to be recovered in this action. It appeared that 
Mr. Previté, who was the gentleman who actually effected it, went 
to the defendants’ office and presented the risk to Mr. Pritchett, the 
sub-underwriter there. He told him (as was the case) that Mr. Fisk, 
the defendants’ principal underwriter, had given him to understand 
that he would do the risk at eight guineas, and Mr. Pritchett then 
wrote it at that premium. Mr. Previté then went to Lloyd’s, and 
turning to the “ Loss Book,” found the entry above mentioned, and a 
few minutes later Mr. Pritchett followed him into Lloyd's and saw the 
entry also. The latter thereupon said, ‘‘That must be your ship ;” 
but Mr. Previté stated his impression to the contrary, saying, ‘‘ We 
have known of that for some days, and I don't think anything of it;” 
and Mr. Pritchett made no further objection and appearcd satistied. 
The stamped policy was afterwards issued, dated October 12. 
On the 19th notice of the loss of the Cambria, without a 
“‘ query ” or reserve, was posted at Lloyd’s and subsequently all the 
underwriters refused to receive premiums or to pay upon this risk. 
There was a record at the Post- office (which about that time first

assumed the control of the telegraphic department) of a telegram 
having been sent out at half-past five on the 7th of October, “ From 
Owen to Charles Morrison and Co., Liverpool,” announcing ‘‘Ship 
Cambria ashore near here ; full of water, probably lost.” The plaintiff, 
however, was prepared positively to swear that he never received that 
telegram, and this might be accounted for, since there were more than 
one firm of the name of Morrison in;Liverpool, and by the fact that 
the Post-office had only recently assumed the control of the telegraphic 
business, and that it was well known that numerous mistakes had 
occurred at that time. This case was fully supported by evidence, 
and the plaintiff himself swore most positively and unreservedly that 
he never received the telegram in question, and knew nothing more 
of the fate of the vessel than had been’ communicated to his brokers, 
and through them to the defendants’ underwriters. 

The evidence called for the defendants consisted of officials from the 
Post-office, tracing the telegram. The telegraph boy, whose duty it 
was to deliver it, said that he was well acquainted with the plaintiffs’ 
office, but could not recollect delivering this, or, indeed, any tele- 
gram at any time at that office. He said that if he had found the 
outer doors of the Court shut, or even the door of the plaintiff's 
office shut, inasmuch as it had not a safe Ictter-box attached to it, 
he would have taken the message back and delivered it again at 
a different hour, according to orders he received, delivering also 
in the meantime a memorandum that a telegram had arrived, 
and was waiting, if ordered to do so by his superior in the Poat- 
office. He recollected, however, nothing of this kind occurring. 
The contention on the part of the defendants was, that not only was 
there fraud on the part of the plaintiff with reference to the receipt 
by him of the private telegram from his own captain, but there was 
concealment of material facts in the omission on the part of Mr. Pre- 
vité to communicate to Mr. Pritchett the notices which had appeared 
in the Liverpool Mercury aud the contents of the captain's letter of 
the 18th of August, forwarded to him by the plaintiff. Upon the 
point of fraud the telegram had been traced almost to the plaintiff's 
own door, and it was impossible not to suppose that it was the fact of 
his having it in his own pocket which set him upon endeavouring with 
such sudden anxiety to insure a sum of £10,000 upon his ship and 
freight at premiums of the rates of which he appeared to be regard- 
less. 

The jury stated that there was no chance of their agreeing upon the 
main question of fraud, and they were discharged without delivering 
a verdict. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SOCIETY. 

The Berlin National Zeitung publishes an article of much interest 
on the International Society, from which it appears that the Asso- 
ciation is organised on the model of the Jesuit Order, in a strictly 
despotic fashion. During the London Exhibition in 1862 the refugees 
of all countries, and the workmen who flocked to London from all 
parts, conceived the idea of founding an association composed of arti- 
sans without distinction of nationality. Two years afterwards, in 1864, 
the society waa constituted ; the plan is said to be work of Karl Marx, 
who is gifted with a special talent for organisation. The fundamental 
idea of the society is:—That workmen shall entirely ignore political 
and religious questions, and pursue one single and common interest— 
the struggle against capital. Under the Monarchy as under the Re- 
public, in Germany as in France, the artisans are united by the com- 
munity of interests. The International is the form in which the work- 
ing classes throughout the civilised world are to organise themselves and 
fight the great battle of emancipation. For the Jesuit Order the dif- 
ferent countries and States are only ao many provinces of their society ; 
in the cyes of the International they form so many sections. There is an 
English, an American, a Russian, a French, a Belgian, an Italian, a 
Spanish,a Dutch, and a German section; in the last are included 
Austria and Switzerland. Under the name of “Congreas,” a parlia- 
ment of the working classes assembles periodically, and peremptorily 
decides all questions that concern the society as a whole; this parlia- 
ment possesses legislative powers, and in all disputes its verdict is 
final. Coexistent with, and appointed by it, is a central committee, 
or high international council, which forms a centre for the various sub- 
divisions and is at the same time the managing committee of ths 
association. This council, to which all correspondence and all reporte 
concerning the society are addressed, draws up the programmes to be 
submitted to the Congress and proposes resolutions; it orders strikes, 
sustains them with the resources of the association, revokes them, and 
is, inshort, the very soul of the organism, for everything is set in mo- 
tion in the Congress byits members or delegates. Subordinate to 
these general councils are the provincial councils, which are for the 
sections of the society what the central committee is for the whole 
association, and form a connecting link between these sections and the 
supreme council. The latter has its seat in London (for no continen- 
tal State would tolerate a body of men who have systematised civil 
war), and is mainly composed of Englishmen and Germans. 

With regard to its pecuniary resources, the association claims to 
have constantly two millions of thalers at its disposal, and pretends 
that it numbers 890,000 members in France; whilst a document of 
the ex-Imperial French Government (laid before the Correctional 
Tribunal on the 22nd June, 1870) gave the number of the French 
members as only 433,785. In Belgium the International claims: 
200,000 members, in Switzerland 60,000, in Italy 100,000, in Ger- 
many 300,009, aud in Spain 40,000. In England the association is 
relatively weak, for in Great Britain it lays claim to no more than 
80,000 adherents. 

On several occasions the world has already seen the International 
at work ; in its assemblies it reminds us of a madhouse; in the 
strikes begun by its command it reveals its tyrannical charicter by 
tearing from the industrial workman his employment by brute force ; 
in its ephemeral successes—witness the Paris Commune—it has 
shown us, by a long catalogue of crimes, of what it would be capable 
if eventually triumphant. 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
’ Rorrerpam, Aug. 16. 

Weare inthe midst of the dog-days, a tropical heat prevails, and 
everyone to whom it is possible has left the towns to spend these very 
' hot days in the country. Politics have come to a standstill, and the 
‘only matter discussed by the papers is whether Parliament ought not 
to be convoked in order to discuss the Contagious Diseases Act, which 
is being examined by the Council of State. The majority of the public 
are of opinion that this is strictly necessary, because of the fear which 
is entertained that the cholera, which has actually entered North Ger- 
many, will reach us. It seems impossible for our local counefl to apply 
such measures as should tend to prevent anepidemic. Forinstance, the 
annual fair is permitted to be held here, notwithstanding that it has 
been forbidden in almost every other place throughout the country, on 
the ground that the fairs greatly promote the spreading of contagious 
diseases. 

In the Hague an exhibition has been held of objects made by work- 
men, and I am glad to state that a large number of articles ma- 
nufactured by Javanese, were exhibited, and that several prizes were 
awarded to them. A meeting bas been held of members of the Society 
for Promoting Dutch Industry. In the long list of matters which 
were discussed appeared the revisal of the East India tariff. The meet- 
ing protested most energetically against the project of the Minister to 
levy an export duty of three per cent. The imposition of this duty 
upon sugar was especially objected to, on the grounds that it is now 
most difficult for colonial produce to compete with the beetroot sugar, 
which is manufactured every year on an increasing scale in Europe. A 
Yesolution was carried that it was necessary to abolish the differential 
daties, if not at once then gradually, 

The Minister of the War Department has at last taken a first step 
towards the reorganisation of the army. The ‘‘shako”’ is to be replaced 
by the French képi. This is certainly a good beginning, but it is still 
& mystery what will be proposed with the view to place our means of 
defence in a satisfactory position. The Bill with reference to our for- 
tresses is not yet laid before the Council of State, notwithstanding that 
the new Session will be opened within a month, and the reorganisation 
of our army will be fixed, it seems, by Royal decree, notwithstanding 
the Liberals generally consider that this should be done by the autho- 
tity of the States General. 

The Government will shortly publish a most important report of the 
Netherlands India engineer, Mr. W. de Greve, about the coal mines in 
the several parts of the East India Archipelago. 

An address, underwritten by 104 of our principal trading houses, has 
been forwarded to our Chamber of Commerce, for the purpose of urging 
the consideration of the system adopted by steamship owners, who 

nt their bills of lading with clauses which practically annul their 

bility. 

Early next month two steamers belonging to the Company Nederland, 
the Shiraz and the Gouverneur Generaal Myer, will leave Texel for 
Java, via the Suez Canal. The Prins van Oranje, we hear by telegraph, 
has arrived safely at Port Said. 

H.M. has conferred the knighthood of the Netherlands Lion on the 
Regent of Bandong raders adhipati Wira Nata Koesoema. 

I regret that I have to record the deaths of Mr. A. F. Jongstra, an ex- 
member of the Second Chamber of the States General, and of Dr. H. 
‘van Beeck Vollenhoven, president of the First Chamber of States General. 

The fears which were entertained about the fate of the vessel Hack 
van Holland have happily been unfounded. By telegraph we hear that 
she has arrived at Batavia. 

In the last days of this month the Zind Holland will start for Java 
with troops to reinforce our East India Army.

There is no alteration whatever to report in the general feature of 
our market for Colonial Produce, which continues to exhibit but little 
activity, but the forbearance of holders to press sales causes prices to 
be in general well supported. The most important occurrence on re- 
cord, by which the attention on the part of the trade has been mainly 
engrossed, has been the examination of the samples of the Coffees to be 
put up at the Trading Company’s public sale, to be held to-day.

It accommo- 
dates about 150 persons, and is, on the whole,a most charming 
house. The cost, we believe, was 2,500,000 francs. On the lake 
of Lucerne the last hotel opened is the National. This house ac- 
commodates about 200 persons, and is nowon its second sea- 
son. The construction of the house and all its fittings are on the 
most improved principles; every known invention for the manage- 
ment of the hotel is introduced, and almost every part of the house 
is connected with tubes for the conveyance of orders, The apart- 
ments for the use of visitors consist of a large salle & manger, a very 
fine salon, a ladies’ salon, smoking and billiard rooms, and every 
other possible convenience. The apartments, considering the style, 
are remarkably cheap; large rooms, with double beds, most 
handsomely furnished—indeed, fit for any prince—are only six to 
eight francs. This is in most agreeable contrast to the hotels in 
Paris, and is found generally throughout Switzerland. The apart. 
ments are simply beautiful, and with their polished floors in sammer 
so much cooler and better than the everlasting carpet ‘all the 
year round.” Last, but not the least, of the new inventions is the 
“ }ift,” an immense boon, for all such hotels must have their third, 
fourth, and fifth étage to toil up, which, when arriving from a journey 
is to a lady the last atraw. The discipline maintained amongst the 
servants, and the general comfort obtained by all visitors to the Na- 
tional Hotel at Lucerne, is highly creditable to the manager, M. Fau- 
cherre, and the proprietors, Messrs. Segesser Freres.

Our readers and 
ourselves—the merchants who silently contribute so much by 
their enterprise in the Far East to the prosperity of the ma- 
nufacturers and the working classes of the mother country— 
the missionaries who diffuse the truth among peoples overrun 








with prejudice and overawed by Power—and our brethren of 


the press, whom we proudly recognise everywhere in the Far 
East as the pioneers of information, and the architects or 
developers of public opinion, companions “fit though few ” 
for the leviathan organs of Printing-house-square and Fleet- 
street—all have especial cause of complaint at the disregard, 
not only of their recommendations, but of their complaints, 
bythe present Government. In no year within our recol- 
lection have so many, or so important, questions arisen, 
involving the interests, the property — nay, the lives — 
of our countrymen in the Far East, as well as the 
maintenance of our Treaties and the protection of our 
trade there. Almost from week to week questions of 
the most pressing importance have been urged upon 
the Foreign Secretary and his subordinates; yet, now 
the Session is virtually over, we defy the most ardent 
admirers of the Ministry to deny that the duty of the Eng- 
lish Government to its great dependencies in the East 
has been virtually ignored and systematically put out of 
sight. Mr. GLapsroNE seems to care no more for popular 
opinion, or the welfare of his countrymen, in China than in 
Greenwich. The Pythagorean doctrine of imperative si- 


lence has left its mark on the Government's majority of 


the miscalled representatives of the country. There have 
been no open questions ; the supporters of the Government 
have been dragged through the mud by the hand of Power, 
condemned to silence under the perpetual threat of dissolu- 
tion, and compelled either to vote against their avowed opi- 
nions, or to absent themselves from divisions, leaving them 
to settle their pledges with their constituents in the best way 
they may. The Ministry having thus taken their stand on 
one side, it becomes the constituencies to take their ground 
on the other, and to reject all candidates holding office under 
them, who are manifestly unfit for the offices they fill, or 
ready to sacrifice the interests confided to them to the clam- 
our of petty disputes about home policy—Licensing Bills, 
Ballot Bills, and Army Bills—not one of which can by any 
possibility be strained into having the slightest bearing on 
the interests or welfare of the great mercantile class in our 
dependencies abroad, which contributes by its imports and 
its exports, by its demand and supply, more than all the 
others put together to the true greatness of Great Britain. 
If the holders of the great offices in the Foreign, the Indian, 
and the Colonial Secretariats are not free agents, they are 
not fit to represent any constituency. If they were unseated 
at the next election, no doubt some very excellent men 
would be excluded from Parliament ; but the injury which 
would arise from their exclusion would be incomparably less 
than that which must necessarily arise from allowing the 
Minister of the day openly to dictate how the representative 
of any constituency shall vote, and, what is even more im- 
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portant, whether the-special administrator of any Colonial 
interests shall speak out, or hold his tongue. 

The eeasion in dead silence so far as the 
Far East is ‘concerned. The Chinese Circular, the Maloo 
tea adulteration scandal, the. unjust rate of postage, the 
want of a harbour at Galle, the iniquities of the coolie 
traffic, the Tientsin Massacre, and the presence of CHUNG 
How—all these important questions have been pooh-poohed, 
postponed, ignored, or got rid of by some side-wind. We 
cannot but express the great obligations which the British 
communities of the Far East owe to the perseverance 
of such men as Earl Carnarvon, Mr. Maaniac, Mr. 
Wuirr, Mr. Macris, and others, who have not been 
daunted by the insouciance of the Government from 
pressing their inquiries on the attention of Parliament. 
In the closing session China and India, cum multis aliis, have 
been completely ignored for the sake of discussing at wearir 
some length questions which can affect interests no larger 
than those of the district of Cockaigne. And until the elec- 
tors and the elected stand on the well-known footing of prin- 
cipal and agent, the interest of the former will never, we 
believe, be properly attended to. It will always be liable to 
be sacrificed to the vanity or love of place of the represen- 
tative. 
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RUMOURED ABANDONMENT OF COCHIN CHINA. 

NOTWITHSTANDING some circumstances which seem to give 
colour to the rumour which has now been revived, we can- 
not believe that the French Government will ever resolve 
on withdrawing from Cochin China. It would be a suicidal 
act to doso. Not only are the mineral resources of the 
country almost unexplored, and its agriculture and manu- 
factures comparatively undeveloped, but whatever has from 
time to time been added to our stock of information and 
experience on these points has been highly encouraging. By 
all recent accounts the natives are becoming more friendly 
to foreigners every day, and the great number of excellent 
harbours and valuable products would seem certain to 
attract an ever-inoreasing foreign trade. It is possible that 
the French possessions may not at present “pay” in that 
narrow sense of the word which regards only the time-being, 
but the experiment has not yet had a fair trial. The feeble 


attempts made by some European nations to establish a regu- 


lar trade were frustrated by the long internal wars of the 
eighteenth century, and the commerce of Cochin China was 
limited to its intercourse with China. Since the establish- 
ment of Singapore, however, the case is altered, and by com- 
munication with Bangkok another channel of commerce was 
opened up, which only requires a little time and energy to deve- 
lop. To withdraw from sucha country at the present moment 
would be to cast away an unknown advantage which can 
never be regained without greater difficulty than before. The 
effect of such a withdrawal would, moreover, be prejudicial 
to the prestige of European nations in the East, as disturbing 
the network of commerce, and giving the anti-foreign party 
an excuse for depreciating us. 


THE AMERICANS IN JAPAN. 

It is evident from a paragraph which we find in a New 
York journal that our American cousins continue fally alive 
to the importance of securing a more important standing in 
the Far East than they now hold. The expedition to Korea 
will doubtless result eventually in the conclusion of a com- 
mercial treaty with that country, in which the American 
merchants will be insured advantages beyond those granted 
to other foreigners, and, as reyards Japan, should the 
existing treaty be revised in accordance with the wishes of 
the United States Government, and the fortnightly service 
of the Pacific Mail Line, which has been so long in contem- 
plation, be established, it is evident that a considerable impe- 
tus will be given to American commerce with that country. 
The following is the extract referred to :— 

* The United States Minister in Japan has given notice to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at Yedo of the desire of our Government for a revision 
of the existing treaty betweer the two countries. The treaty expires by 
limitation in 1872, and a year’s notice is required of any purpose to renew 
or revise it. It is understood that an effort will be made by our Minis- 
ter to have all the ports of Japan opened to our commerce, and from the 
friendly relations existing between the two Governments, there is a fair 
prospect that the request will be granted. Under the present treaty 
stipulation, our commerce suffers from unequal competition with Great 
Britain. We are the largest consumers of the Teas of Japan, but as a 
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foreign houses, the balance is much. against us.

THE RISE AND FALL OF THE YANGTSZE RIVER, 


At the recent session of the British Association at Edinburgh

ite banks. Mr. Mossman described the aspect of the country at 
this time, when he ascended the Yangtaze in one of the American 
side-wheel steamers that ply between Shanghai and Hankow, a 
distance-of 688 statute miles, penetrating thus far into the inte- 
rior of China, surrounded by all the comforts of a first-class 
hotel. It was not until the boat passed Nanking that the inunda- 
tion of the river banks assumed its magnitude, which increased at 
every mile on the route. In some of the long reaches the wide- 
spreading flood took away the ordinary aspect of river landscape, 
and gave to it the appearance of lake scenery, and in some it 
bounded the horizon, so that it required no stretch of imagination 
to suppose that the boat was sailing towards the sea. is was 
rendered more real by seeing numbers of the Chinese boats scud- 
ding over the flood, where, during subsidence, the husbandman 
may be seen tilling the soil, or buffalo grazing on the a Then, 
when the wind was adverse, the river banks could be traced 
where strings of boatmen appeared up to their waists in water, 
tracking their junks against the stream. Again, narrow strips of 
land would appear not more than a foot or two above the flood, 
whereon the industrious peasantry had built their houses. Should 
it rise above its ordinary level at any time these frail tenements 
are swept away, and the inhabitants have to escape for their lives 
in boats, or perish in the flood. A catastrophe of this kind hap- 
pened in 1850, when, it is stated, the town of Hankow was 
swept away, excepting one solitary building to show where it once 
stood. However, as these great floods—7Za shwui—occur only at 
intervals of eighteen or twenty years, the inhabitants returned 
after the subsidence of the waters, and in a few years the town 
was rebuilt larger than before. This has been since increased by 
the establishment of a British settlement on the river bank east- 
ward of the native town. In acceding to the treaty stipulations, 
it has been said that the Chinese authorities hoped that some day a 
great flood would come and sweep the intruding foreigners and 
their houses into the river. This is no idle prediction. In July, 
1869, the flood rose rapidly above its usual level, and in twenty- 
four hours inundated the settlement and native town from five to 
ten. feet deep. The streets were turned into temporary canals, 
and the only mode of communication was by boats. The lower 
parts of the warehouses were flooded and much property destroyed, 
while many of the native tenements collapsed. From careful 
observation the river rose 514 feet above its previous low water 
mark ; and it was calculated that if it had risen four or five feet 
higher in all probability Hankow would have been swept away 
asin 1850. Hatos the residents'who have purchased ground and 
erected costly buildings have a just cause of complaint against 
the local British authorities for selecting this dangerous site for a 
settlement, while they might have chosen one more eligible on 
the opposite side of the Han River, where Hanyang Hill stands 
high above the greatest floods. To what extent the inundation 
reaches has not been ascertained, but at an approximate estimate 
it has been computed at 10,000 square miles below Hankow, 
ranging from four to six feet deep, and leaving a detritus on the 
submerged lands of two or three inches. The amount of sediment 
carried in situ by the Yang-tsze has formed the chief por- 
tion of the great eastern plain of China, and is gradually 
extending beyond Shanghai, which, as its name denotes, was 
once “upon the sea,” from which it is now some twenty 
miles distant. Moreover, the channels of the streams flow- 
ing through the deta are gradually filling ups and it is ap- 
pele that the Wong-poo, which forms the anchorage of 
nghai, may at no distant date become so narrow and shallow 
that vessels of large tonnage will not reach the settlement in 
safety if deeply laden. Mr. Mossman illustrated this part of his 
paper by exhibiting a large plan of the country around Shanghai. 
his was the original plan of the survey made by Colonel Gordon, 
R.E., and C.B., assisted by other officers of the Royal Engineers.

In connection with the subsidence of the Yangtsze, Mr. Mosg- 
man mentioned a curious atmospheric phenomenon which he wit- 
nessed at Shanghai. At the end of March, when the river had 
nearly reached low water mark, there passed over the settlement 
from west to east what appeared to be a denso mist obscuring the 
sun by day and the stars at night. All this time there fell what 
d to be fine dust of an ash-grey colour, so light that it 
floated in the air like the sporules of the firn-brake. Outside ih 
the streets it swept along like a very light shower of snow 
covering one’s clothes and hair; flying up the nostrils, an 
causing the eyelids of many to smart and become inflamed. 
Inside the houses it penetrated everywhere, settling down 
on the furniture, not only like ordinary dust, but clinging 
to the under parts of tables and chairs. This strange pheno- 
menon continued all next day and night, and for a quarter of 
an hour in the afternoon it was so dark that it was difficult to 
read or write. Vessels arriving at Woosung were reported to have 
met with it from fifty to sixty miles along the coast, and as far 
a hundred and fifty miles at sea, where it fell on the rigging, 
sails, and deck so as to be easily gathered. The residents who 
had witnessed this before called it a “dust storm,” and supposed 
it to be light sand blown from the plains in the interior. Mr. 
Mossman, however, on examining the particles, and consulting 
the Chinese [epository, found that it was not mineral dust at all, 
but dried remains of minute infusorie and conferoe—the former 
being animalcules of various forms, and the latter aquatic plants, 
or hair-weed, growing in fresh water. These are in all probability 
enerated in the flood-waters of the Yang-tsze and their exuvie 
eft on the land after subsidence. Then, if the winter and spring 
be dry, and the electric state of the atmosphere be favourable, 
they rise into the air, and are wafted away towards the sea, where 
they fall by increased density from humidity. As far as it was 
possible to calculate, the width of this organtc cloud was not less 
than sixty miles, its depth one thousand feet, and its average rate 
of progress ten miles an hour. 


QUARTERLY REPORT ON CHINA TRADE. 
The Customs Gazette to the end of March has just appeared. 
It is got up in the usual creditable style, and contains much 


information of importance. We will give a résumé of the 
contents in the order in which they are printed. 


From Niuchuang Mr. Acting Commissioner Luson reports a 
decrease of tonnage in vessels entered from 3,570 tons in 1870 to 
1,508 tons in the corresponding first quarter of 1871. The total 
tonnage cleared was, however, 1,508 tons, against ni, so that there 
is no appreciable disparagement in this respect. The imports 
show Tls. 21,651, against 5,000 in the first quarter of 1870, nw in 
1869, and 43,180 in 1868, as regards shirtings. In other products 


‘and manufactures the imports show an even more discouraging 


result. In exports the return is not more satisfactory. The 
revenue from opium was Tls. 6,330, against 8,280 ; and the total 
revenue Tis. 9,037, against 9,602. This is accounted for by the 
port having been closed during the greater part of the quarter. 

From Tientsin Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports a decrease of 
tonnage entered from 11,654 to 10,193, and of tonnage cleared 
from 10,247 to 8,629. In imports grey shirtings show Ts. 166,696, 
against 213,900 last years. T-cloths have declined from 91,659 
pieces to 28,315 pieces, and drills make a far worse appearance. 
Camlets declined from 3,270 pieces to 670'pieces ; and woollenand 
cotton mixtures from 9,330 pieces to 6,020. On the other hand 
Malwa opium rose from 602 piculs to 803. Exports show a falling 
offin every item, the principal being red dates, which fell from 
Tls. 3,425 to 719. The revenue, however, gives Tls. 43,398, 
against 43,099 in 1870, chiefly owing to the increase of opium. 

From Chefoo Mr. Commissioner Wright reports a great increase 
in tonnage both entered and cleared. In imports grey shirtings 
rose from 65,450 pieces in 1870 to 175,499 pieces in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1871. They were, however, 163,250 pieces in 
1869. Metals show an astonishing increage ; bar iron from 897 
to 2,666, and nail-rod from 1,387 to 4,161. Seaweed shows an 
equal falling off. The import of native sugar has, however, in- 
creased 50 per cent. Exports show gen an improvement, 
and the revenue consequently appears as Tis. 69,216, against 
Tis. 71,735 in 1870, and ‘Tls. 40,091 in 1869. 

From Hankow Mr. Hobson, assistant in charge, reports the 
trade in piece goods as unsatisfactory. In metals very little was 
done, except in quicksilver. Opium remained as usual. In na- 
tive goods the transactions were below the average, except in raw 
cotton. The export trade was highly satisfactory, the products 
most largely deat in being wood oil, vegetable tallow, white wax, 
Schechuen silk, and brick tea, the foal being an augmentation 
of the revenue over previous collections of ‘Ts. 22,965. 

From Kiukiang Mr. Commissioner Drew reports long ells in 
demand, but sugars and opium show a falling-off. The native 
troops in this city were drilling very industriously, and numbered 
about 2,000, of whom a few handed were armed with forei 
muzzle-loaders. The Fut’ai was expected to review them shortly, 
On the other hand, the Catholic.chapel and other buildings de- 
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stroyed at Wach’eng and Foochow have been fully rebuilt 
‘Chinese authorities of their own accord, and without 
foreign pressure locally. ; 

__ From Chinkiang Mr. Acting Commissioner Woodruff reports 
‘that the most marked change in the quarter under review is the 
gain in sugar. There is a falling-off in the quantity of cotton 
piece goods imported, but that the sales nade at the port have 
not decreased may be inferred from the gain in the quantity sent 
inland under Transit Pass. Opium shows a decline from 1,756 to 
1,578 piculs. The revenue shows Ts. 16,984, against Tla. 10,338 
in the corresponding quarter of last year, and Tis. 8,585 in 1869. 
The gratuitous distribution of mulberry plants is to be continued 
at the rate of 100,000 cuttings for the present year. 

From Shanghai Mr. Commissioner Dick reports an increase of 
revenue from Tls. 677,107 in last year to Tis. 681,836. The ton- 
nage both entered and cleared has greatly increased. The import 
of grey shirtings shows 1,590,264 pieces, against 816,765 pieces 
in the corresponding quarter last year. T-cloths, on the other 
hand, show only 415,145 pieces, against 879,608. Woollens fell 
considerably, and metals from 81,738 piculs to 36,958 in iron 
alone. Exports generally fell off, but m raw cutton they rose 
from 29,409 to no less than 194,587—more than double the highest 
amount attained in the last four years. 

From Ningpo Mr. Commissioner White reports great depression, 
caused by over-trading. With few exceptions the articles of both 
import and export show a decrease. The total revenue collected 
shows a decrease of Tis. 23,381, involving every department of 
‘the trade of the port. 

From Foochow Mr. Commissioner de Méritens reports the 
quarter’s revenue as Tis. 330,389, against Tls. 213,478 in 1870, 
and Tis. 220,650 in 1869. Nothing can be more encouraging than 
this, but we may notice that the import duties fell off. The 
will no doubt recover themselves, and then the balance-sheet will 
be without a blot. 

From Tamsui Mr. Detring, assistant in charge, reports a fa- 
vourable contrast of the trade of the quarter with that of preced- 
ing years. The revenue shows Tls. 14,596, against Tls. 8,179 in 
1870, and Tls. 10,768 in 1869. The firms engaged in the tea trade 
received very good reports of the reception of the Formosan teas 
in the American markets. A crop greatly exceeding the last is 
expected, and orders are counted on in proportion. Mesars. Elles 
and Co. have announced a steamer to run between Amoy and the 
Formosan ports. Mails for Tamsui and Kelung ought now to be 
forwarded via Amoy, instead of Foochow. 

From Takow Mr. Cartwright, assistant in charge, reports an 
increase of revenue on the quarter from Tls. 32,184 in 1869 to Ts. 
35,591 in 1871. The sugar and the opium trades have been un- 
usally active, and have, in most cases, left a good margin for pro- 
fit. Regarding piece goods there is little to remark. The usual 
supply has been received and distributed. The more extensive 
fabrics find little favour. For woollens there has been no de- 
mand. : 

From Amoy Mr. Commissioner Hughes reports the decline of 
the quarter's revenue from Tls. 137,119 in 1869, to Ts. 95,319 in 
1870, and Tls. 88,350, apparently owing to the continual decrease 
in the exports. In imports, however, an increase in almost all 
descriptions is perceptible, though prices have generally declined. 
The only woollens in request are Camlets. The export of Oolong 
tea shows great decrease. The yield of sugar has been greatly 
in excess of many previous years. Disturbances have been of 
frequent occurrence among the coolies at the jetties, owing to 
overcharges, &c., and unless these men are firmly repressed by the 
authorities Mr. Hughes thinks their acts may extend into ac- 
tual strife and bloodshed. 

From Swatow Mr. Acting Commissioner Huber reports an in- 
crease of revenue from Tls. 75,138 to Tls. 112,503. The trade of 
the port continues to flourish in the same uninterrupted propor- 
tion observable in recent quarters. This is by no means attribut- 
able to opium, there was not less than 430 chests in excess. Cotton 
yarn increased 2,877 piculs, and raw cotton above 18,000 piculs ; 
grey shirtings increased 4,900 pieces ; T-cloths, 8,500 pieces ; and 
drills, 4,700 pieces. 

From Canton Mr. Bowra (acting commissioner) reports an in- 
crease of revenue from Tls. 162,017 in 1869, and Tls. 156,053 in 
1870, to Tls. 214,709 in the corresponding quarter of 1871. Opium 
has fallen a little, but imports and exports show a great and con- 
tinuous advance. - 

The total amount of the squatterty dues and duties from the 
fourteen ports enumerated is Tls. 1,812,576 ; and on the whole it 
sppeare that the general returns afford matter for congratulation, 
thouh, no doubt, they would soon display even greater activity 
if the influence of the British Minister were used for their de- 
velopment.

She is discharg- 
ing at Hay’s Dock, near London-bridge, and has consequently 
brought her cargo direct from the warehouses in Canton city to 
the warehouses in the centre of the port of London, thus saving 
lighterage from Canton to Whampoa, as well as the employment 
of lighters in London. She has made the passage in fifty-seven 
days, all stoppages included.”

The arrival of the steamers Agamemnon, Cheops, Hector, and Da- 
nuve has tended to increase the depression previously prevailing, and 
the trade still holding back large quantities have been forced off at 
public sale with the result of establishing a further decline in prices. 

A public sale commenced on the 15th inst., comprising a total of about 
8,500 packages catalogued; 5,130 packages passed on the first day, of 
which 4,300 packages sold, including nearly 1,000 previous to the auc- 
tions, the remainder chiefly offered with reserved prices were with- 
drawn. The catalogues included 1,757 chests: new season’s Congou per 
Enterprise and Ulysses, of which 621 chests were withdrawn, the bulk 
of the remainder being previously disposed of, only a few lots 
were sold at 1s.64d. tols. 7d. Old season's descriptions brought 
steady rates, especially for Green Teas. Very common to common 
Congou brought 6d. to 74d.; about 850 packages Oolong low 54d. to 
6d., common kinds 8}d., to 944d., fair to medium 1s. 04d. to 1s. 4d., 
Souchoung ls. Ojd. to 1s. 1d. Young Hyson, common 83d. to 10d.

The end is easily foretold ; already teas have been sold in auction 
“ without reserve” and privately, which leavea loss of up to 4d. to 5d. 
per lb. on China cost. But this is only the beginning of it; we have 
the new Foochow teas close at hand ; from overland samples, which we 
tasted, the quality of that crop may be placed decidedly above that 
of last season—the fine and finest kinds have much flavour, combined 
with pungency, just the character wanted by the trade. Common 
blackleafs of Ninchow growth are being forced for sale at about 8d. to 
9d. per lb. Good redleafs at 1s. to 1s. 1d. will, we expect, be wanted 
soon. The only really fine Moning teas us yet arrived have been sold 
at 2s. 5d., 2s. 6d., and 2s. 7d. per lb. respectiveiy.
